June 8 and left her body in a pool 
of blood at the foot of stairs in 
their Fort Benning quarters. 


Brooke 
maintained 
his inno­ 
cence and insisted he had never 
laid hand« on his wife in anger. 


Brooks 
face 
went pale, then 
became flushed when the verdict 
was read. He began to sob. 
He 
was led from the room. A few mo­ 
ment« later he returned, appar­ 
ently composed. 


He stood at 
attention as sen­ 
tence was passed. 
“ Under 
the verdict” , said ths 
judge, ”1 have no discretion in the 
case, and I must sentence you to 
imprisonment for life.
